It is said that there w’as so me 
irregu larity abo u t their marriage an d 
it is ev en rep o rted that they were 
n ev er married, acco rdin g to the State 
laws, bu t had so me k in d o f an agree­ 
men t o r ceremo n y o ther than the 
regu lar fo rm o f 
matrimo n ial co n ­ 
tracts. 
Tribbey is charged with assau ltin g

Ju dge Pritchard refu sed to allo w 
Dix o n ’s aged mo ther to address the 
ju ry y esterday aftern o o n . 
Seated 
beside the accu sed 
man , ben t an d 
with tears co u rsin g 
o v er her face, 
Mrs. Dix o n listen ed to the argu men t 
o f Cliffo rd Kealin g in behalf o f her 
so n . When the atto rn ey had fin ished, 
she half raised herself in her seat, 
then san k back an d whisp ered a few 
wo rds to Dix o n . 
“Mo ther wan ts to say so methin g 
to the ju ry ,” Dix o n said to Kealin g. 
The latter agreed to allo w her to 
sp eak an d ask ed fo r the co n sen t o f 
the co u rt. 
Ju dge Pritchard 
held, 
ho wev er, 
that su ch p ro cedu re wo u ld be irreg­ 
u lar an d declin ed to giv e co n sen t. 
Dix o n was charged in an in dict­ 
men t with in v o lu n tary man slau ghter 
an d was fo u n d gu ilty after a trial o f 
two day s. 
The ju ry was o u t abo u t 
thirty -eight min u tes befo re retu rn in g 
with the v erdict. 
It was ev iden t the 
twelv e men gav e bu t little co n sidera­ 
tio n to Dix o n ’s defen se, based en ­ 
tirely o n his o wn testimo n y , in which 
he so u ght to ju stify his deed, assert­ 
in g he defen ded himself fro m an a t­ 
tack with a k n ife in the 
han ds o f 
H art. 
The State’s case which was fo u n d­ 
ed o n circu m stan tial 
ev iden ce an d 
the declaratio n o f Dix o n to 
o thers 
that he had “k illed a man ” was made 
stro n ger by written an d sign ed state­ 
men ts made to the p o lice by Dix o n 
an d o thers with who m he talk ed im­ 
mediately after strik in g 
Hart. 
In 
these statem en ts Dix o n said n o thin g 
to the effect that H art had disp lay ed 
a k n ife an d threaten ed to strik e him 
with it. 
The ev iden ce sho wed that 
when the blo w was stru ck H art fell 
to the gro u n d an d stru ck his head o n 
the cemen t cu rb o r walk , fractu rin g 
the sk u ll. 
It was also sho wn by Pro secu to r 
Ho o to n that Dix o n has a p riso n rec­ 
o rd. 
Sin ce he was 1 6 y ears o f age 
he has sp en t o n ly three y ears o u tside 
o f the refo rm ato ry o r p en iten tiary .

After callin g the atten tion of 
con g ress to the fact that the ex tra ses­ 
sion had been called to “g iv e immedi­ 
ate con sideration to the rev ision of 
the

act,” 
Presiden t 
Taft’s messag e con tin ued: 
“Con dition s 
affectin g 
production , 
man ufacture an d busin ess g en erally 
hav e so chan g ed in the last twelv e 
y ears as to require a readjustm en t an d 
rev ision of the import duties imposed 
by that act. More than this, the pres­ 
en t tariff act, with the other sources 
of g ov ern men t rev en ue, does n ot fur­ 
n ish in come en oug h to pay the author­ 
ized ex pen ditures. By July 1 n ex t the 
ex cess of ex pen ses ov er receipts for 
the curren t fiscal y ear will equal $100,- 
000,000. 
“The successful party in the late 
election is pledg ed to a rev ision of the 
tariff. 
The coun try , an d the busin ess 
commun ity especially , ex pect it. 
The 
prospect of a chan g e in the rates o f 
import duties alway s causes a suspen ­ 
sion or halt in busin ess because of the 
un certain ty as to the chan g es to be 
made an d their effect. 
It is therefore 
o f the hig hest importan ce that the n ew' 
bill should be ag reed upon an d passed 
with as much speed as possible con ­ 
sisten t with its due an d thoroug h con ­ 
sideration . 
For these reason s I hav e 
deemed the presen t to be an ex tra­ 
ordin ary occasion , within the mean in g 
of the con stitution justify in g an d re­ 
quirin g the callin g of an ex tra session . 
“In my in aug ural address I stated 
in a summary way the prin ciples upon 
which, in my judg men t, the rev ision 
of the tariff should proceed, an d in di­ 
cated at least on e n ew source of rev ­ 
en ue which mig ht be properly resorted 
to in order to av oid a future deficit. 
It is n ot n ecessary for me to repeat 
what I then said.

The regular 
routine of business was attended to, j 
that of allowing claims and paying 
bills. The greater amount of money 
paid out was for bills caused by the 
recent smallpox epidemic. 
A. T. Mahin, superintendent of the 
water and light plant, presented sev­ 
eral matters to the council and it 
was decided to hold a special meet­ 
ing Friday evening to consider them. 
Superintendent Mahin has in mind 
several improvements that he would 
like to make before May 1st. 
Art effort xviii be made to 
guard 
against any dry weather, as was the 
case last summer, when there was ne 
rainfall for a long period qf time,, 
and the water in the reservoir was 
very low. 
Extra preparation will be 
made for this in ease such conditions 
exist next summer. It is planned to 
force water from the river by means 
of a pump on the river bank and 
through the mains to the plant to be 
used in running the engine and thu£ 
lessen the heavy drawT on the wells. 
Tn this way that much water will be 
saved in order to meet all emergen­ 
cies. 
A new unit, that will result in a 
day current all over the city, now 
seems' to be a reality. 
To establish 
this will mean an extra expense of 
about $8090. 
Rut as this adminis­ 
tration has made both ends meet, so 
to speak, a good balance is now left 
in th© treasury, despite the fact thitt 
the smallpox 
epidemic has 
drawn 
heavily upon it.
